TROTSKY’S VISIT TO GERMANY. 


In explanation of the reason for Trotsky’s 
recent visit to East Prussia, a Correspondent 
writes to The Times to-day :—The Red Army’s 
retreat Trom the very gates of Warsaw is ex- 
plained by the lack or ammunition on the 
Russian side. Hence the frantic efforts to cap- 
ture the town in one last rush. Trotsky fore- 
saw the need of ammunition, and made his 
plans accordingly, but unfortunately for the 
Soviet he was behind time. He crossed into 
Germany, and came to an agreement with the 
German Government whereby it is to supply, 
aml to a degree has already begun to supply, 
Russia with ammunition. This ammunition 
has been paid for in part out of the Soviet 
Jewel Fund, which includes the Crown Jewels. 
It was the intention of the Soviet to reserve 
this fund solely for Eastern propaganda, but 
ciroumstances have arisen which have necessi- 
tated the Soviei’s parting with a portion of it 
to Germany, which insisted on cash payment. 
The second: object of Trotsky’s visit was to 
prevent munitions from reaching Poland. To 
accomplish this object he financed the Ger- 
mans at Danzig from the same fund. Large 
traffic in arms took place ‘between the Bolshe- 
vists amd the Germans in the neighbourhood

BRITISH POLICY IN 


MESOPOTAMIA. 

The Times, in a leading article today, says— 
The War Office yesterday issued a series of in- 
teresting, though scrappy, statements about the 
situation in Mesopotamia, but we still await a 
clear and comprehensive official explanation. of 
the rising and its causes. Our Correspondent, 
who is now in Teheran, declares that “ we are 
engaged in a war as expensive as, and more 
exhausting than. the South African War.” He 
makes further disclosures, which should have 
been placed before the nation by the Govern- 
ment. To us the most astonishing of his state- 
ments is his reference to Kerind, ' where,” he 
says, “several hundred British women . and 
children, the wives and families of officers. and 
men of the Mesopotamian’ Expeditionary Force, 
live discontented lives in a summer camp.” 
Kerind is in Persia, on the road to Kermanshah, 
and is entirely cut off from Bagdad, and. there- 
fore, without an opportunity of renewing 
supplies. By what process of madness have we 
suffered hundreds of British women and children 
io be concentrated in a mountain camp in 
Persia, a country which we do not profess to 
occupy, and for which we have even not the 
promise of a mandate ? 
women’s camp at Kerind makes prompt action 
necessary, adds 7'he 7'imes, though we are con- 
vinced that the publie will be indignant at the 
laxity which bas permitted wives and children 
to dwell in Mesopotamia at all. It is,time to 
point out that if the British Government 
exercises’ mandatory powers, British troops must 
furnish the bulk, of the gatrisons.

STILL ON HUNGER-STRIKE. 


*" The Brixton Ptison doctor, after examining 
the Lord Mayor of Cork yesterday morning, 
impressed on him that his case had become 
very serious, and warned him that, while he 
would adopt no forcihje method of feeding, he 
thought that, conscientiously, when the Lord 
Mayor became unable to use his own will-power 
he would be bound to give him food 
in a liquid manner to ‘preserve his life as 
long as possible. He urged upon the Lord 
Mayor that alive and strong he would he of 
more use to Ireland and more efficient in 
jreland’s cause. 

The Lord Mayor replied that he was a 
soldier, and not afraid of death. His death 
would be of more use to [Ireland, and 
Ireland had no use for a soldier who would 
surrender. He added in reply to the doctor's 
further representations that his case was an 
entirely exceptional one, and that surrender 
would mean not ‘alone treason to tie Republic, 
but tre@eon to civilation itself. No persuasion 
nor enticement would make him a traitor to 
either of these causes. 

Archbishop Mannix, who was accompanied by 
the Roman Catholic Bishop of Ballarat and the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Killaloe, visited the 
Lord Mayor yesterday afternoon, and stayed 
about 25 minutes.

GERMAN FRONTIER CROSSED. 


A telegram from Berlin yesterday says :—A 
Koenigsberg telegram “of to-day’s date states 
that the Polish north wing yesterday reached 
a line extending from Chorzele, through Ostro- 
lenka to the River Narew, south of Bialystok, 
which was taken to-day. The remnants of the 
Fourth and Fifteenth Bolshevik Armies are re- 
treating, and are now between ithe German 
frontier and the Ostrolenka-Bialystok railway 
line.. The number of Isheviks crossing the 
German frontier is wing hourly. Up to the 
present about ten thousand men have come 
across. East of Brest-Litovsk and Cholm the 
Bolsheviks are still offering resistance. In 
Galicia the situation is not clear. It appears 
that the position on the northern front is mak- 
ing its influence felt. there also. 


ON THE EVE OF DISASTER. 


An Exchange (Paris) telegram states :-—Th- 
Matin is of the opinion that the Bolshevik 
army fighting against the Poles is on the eve 
of disaster. In Warsaw, great faith is placed 
in a remark said to have been made by General 
Weygan to the effect that Poland would be 
the grave of three-quarters of the Red army. 


LIBERATED POLAND.

ADDRESS TO THE ARMIES AND 
PEOPLE. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that the following 
proclamation has been published in the terri- 
tory ‘liberated from the Soviet :— 

“Armies of the people of Poland, the Bol- 
shevik Goversnmént has occupi a great part 
of our country with its troops. Blinded by tem- 
porary success, and delaying the answer to the 
Polish peace proposals, the Bolsheviks hurled 
bands of wild people against Wersaw, with a 
view to occupying our capital. Their intention 
was to enslave the population in the territories 
— by them and belenghie to us. 

“ People of Poland, the arrogant enemy mis- 
calculated. In a sudden attack our troops have 
thrown the enemy back from Warsaw. Bol- 
shevik bands are still roving about in the for- 
ests, plundering and looting. Not one of these 
invaders should be permittéd to leave the coun- 
ry. The enemy should not be allowed a mo- 
ment’s rest as he retreats.” 


SOVIETS AT DANZIG. 


BLOCKADE OF POLAND PROCLAIMED. 

A Paris_telegram, dated Monday, states :— 
The Brussels rrespondent of the Journal 
telegraphs :—The workers of Danzig have, on 
their own initiative, proclaimed a blockade of 
Poland, and set up Soviets. They are in occupa- 
tion of the railway station, and are controlling 
the traffic. The German commander of the 
port has refused mooring berths to the French 
despatch boat, Ancre, and to the French cruiser, 
Gueydon, which is conveying material. Sir 
Reginald Tower has stated that he cannot for 
the moment take the responsibility for any- 
thing that may happen if the Gueydon under- 
takes her own unloading. The High Commander 
is awaiting instructions from London.

Reuter’s Agency learns that an official commr- 
niqué from General Wrangel’s Amy, dated 
August 15th, received in London ria Constan- 
tinople, says :—General Wrangel’s troops, sup- 
ported by insurgent peasants, have occupied the 
coast of the Black Sea from Adlor to Soechi. 
Troops have also landed in the Kaban region, on 
the coast of the Sea of Azov, as well as in the 
region of the mouth of the Don and the Many- 
teh, where they were supported by Cossacks. 
The third attempt of the Reds drive 
back General Wrangel's troops towards Perekop 
has failed. We have taken 6,000 prisoners, 34 
guns, and 100 machine guns. The whole of the 
left bank of the Dnieper has been freed frem 
the enemy. Our fleet has shelled the batteries 
of Otchakov, a fortified seaport at the mouth of 
the Dnieper, forty miles E.-N.E. of Odessa, part 
of which were destroyed.

The Special Correspondent of the Jntran- 
sigeant ‘at’ Lucerne (says a Paris telegram) has 
had an interview. with an English personage, 
who is a friend and, perhaps, an adviser of 
the British Prime Minister, and who stated 
that, contrary to what was believed in France, 
Mr. Lloyd George was not angry with M. 
Millerand for supporting Wrangel. It was the 
British people w did, not understand the 
affair, and considered that it indicated a change 
of French policy. The British people, said 
the personage, as quoted by the Correspondent, 
are heginning to be worried at seeing the Go- 
vernment mix itself too much in Buropean and 
world politics. Britain is too much involved 
everywhere, and the policy of Mr. Lioyd 
George in future willbe to try to get. clear as 
far as possible from extérhal politics. 

Asked whether the report was true that Mr. 
Lleyd George did not like the Poles, thinking 
them anti-democratic and profoundly Catholic, 
the ‘personage replied, '' Krror of -folly,’* and 
added that, while Mr. Lioyd George thought 
the Poles showed themselves turbulent, every- 
thing must be done to preserve their independ- 
ence, and, above all, to make peace in that 
region.

A VIRTUAL ULTIMATUM TO 
MOSCOW. 


A Times telegram from Lucerne yesterday 
states—i1t is understood that what is virtually 


‘an ultimatum, demanding a reply by the end of 


the week, has been despatched to Moscow, and 
that the proposals of the French Government 
for the purposes of securimg to Poland her full 
rights under the Treaty of Versailles include 
the use of the armed forces of the Allies to en- 
sure communications. 

In reply to a quéstion whether the use of 
British troops at Danzig to disembark muni- 
tions for Poland would not be an act of 
hostility to Russia, the Prime Minister said that 
the Treaty of Versailles must be carried out, 
and that it was the business of the Allies to see 
that it was respected. Poland had an absolute 
right to freedom and to communications 
through Danzig, and Danzig had secured its 
freedom only on this condition. If the freedom 
of Danzig interfered with this liberty, it. would 
be the first busimess of the Allies to see that 
Poland received her supplies—whether these 
were food or munitions made no difference. 


THE TREATY. OF VERSAILLES. 

A Reuter’s telegram from Lucerne says—A re- 
ception was given to the Swiss and foreign jour: 
nalists by Mr. Lloyd George and Signor 
Giolitti to-day. Referring to the interruption 
of Polish communications at Danzig, the British 
Premier pointed out that it constituted a 
violation of the Treaty of Versailles, which 
must be respecied. The means of the re- 
vietualling of Poland through Danzig,’ he said, 
must be preserved. He added that it had been 
learned that ships had not been stopped at 
Danzig. 

Several French correspondents asked Mr. 
Lloyd George whether the questions to be dealt 
with at Aix les Bains had been discussed at 
Lucerne in M. Millerand’s absence. Mr. Lloyd 
George turned to Signor Giolitti, who pointed 
out that the conversations at Lucerne were not 
of the nature of a European conference, and 
that pending questions would be dealt with at 
Aix les Bains. Signor Giolitti declared that he 
did not believe that there was a single point on 
which the Entente were not unanimons. In 
conclusion, Mr. Lloyd George emphatically 
affirmed that no direct orgindirect conversations 
had taken place with representatives of the Ger- 
man Government.

RUSSIA’S NEW CLAIMS. 

A Warsaw telegram on Sunday says:—The 
Minister for Foreign Affairs yesterday received 
a delayed Moscow wireless meseage from the 
Polish Delegation et Minsk. The message 
bears the number 2, which seems to indicate 
phat another message had already been sent 
out, but not received, by the Polish Govern- 
ment. It would appear from the message re- 
ceived that the Soviet Delegation has been 
raising great difficulties in the preliminary ex- 
amination of the Polish delegates’ credentials 
as plenipotentiaries. The conditions proposed 
by the representatives of the Bolsheviks appear 
in some points to be more severo than the 
conditions presented by the British Govern- 
ment, and naturally, it is pointed out hero, 
they will not bo accepted by the Polish Govern. 
ment. The Polish Government bas sent a 
wireless message to M. Tchitcherin asking him to 
ensure free communication with the Minsk 
Delegation. 

A later cemi-official statement says :—The 
negotiations are continwing at Minsk, but com- 
munications between Minsk and Warsaw are 
dificult. However, Prince Sapieha has received 
a wireless message informing him that the 
Soviets are not adhering to the London condi- 
tions, but are putting forward fresh claims, 
including the obligation for the Polish Govern- 
ment to supply weapons to two hundred thou- 
sand workmen. 


MAIL YANS ROBBED. 


The fourth seizure within a fortnight of mails 
on the Dublin South-Hastern Railway took place 
at Gorey on Saturday, when the night postman, 
Peter O'Neill, carrying the mails, was stopped 
at 11.30 p.m. when about a stone’s throw of the 
railway station. The bag containing the Dub- 
lin and London mails was taken possession «!

POLICE PATROL’S FATAL ERROR. 

Our Ennis Correspondent telegraphs—The 
tragic death of a constable is reported from 
Boston, near the borders of Galway, where, on 
Thursday night, Constable James Duffy was 
shot dead from a police lorry. The police 
patrol of six constables noticed a patrol 
approaching without lights, and, as it wae 11 
p.m., challenged it. Imgnediately a revolver 
shot was fired in reply, and Constable Duffy 
fell. When picked up he was dead. The bullet 
passed through his heart. It transpired that 
District Inspector McKee, im charge of the dis- 
trict, was with the police in their car.
